OilE new discoveries in the science of aeronautics 


may soon be announced, in view of a series of 
experiments that are being conducted to the end 


ol developing a flying machine that can lift its own 
weight and a given load vertically, that, when in the 
air can. hover, and that in case of accident can be 
brought to earth with safety. 


The central idea of these experiments is described 


In aeronautical terms as being a "revolving disk for in- 
herent stability, and peripheral alary lifts as a means 
to overcome a dead load." 


Mr. Justin Kay Toles, who has made many experi- 


ments with the rotating disk in mechanical flight, says 
that he employed the essential -element of the princi- 
ple involved in the maintenance of balance in a spin- 
ning top. Mr. Toles says that t»is principle is by no 
means confined to any one thing, but is demonstrable 
in anything having the power to be revolved on a free 
'centre, and {Jiat it is taking it but one ttcp fuilliui to 
apply it to the subject in' hand. 


"It has always been apparent to me," says Mr. 


Toles, "that investigators of mechanical flight who 
have used the bird as tbeir model in constructing ex- 
perimental machines, are contending against this fact: 
a bird, that it may maintain its equilibrium in flight, 
is endowed with a correlative neuro-sense organism, 
for which it is obvfbusly impossible to supply an ade- 
quate substitute in any man-constructed machine. De- 
stroy this sense of correlation between the body and 
brain of the bird and it cannot perform the function 
of flight, any more than a man can maintain his equilib- 
rium or power to walk after the channels of sense 
transmission between his extremities and his brain 
have been destroyed. 


"The requisites of a successful flying machine are: 


First, its power to maintain, under all circumstances, 
a perfect equilibrium; and second, the power to rise 
from the ground, in a calm, with not only its own 
weight, the weight of its power apparatus and operator, 
but, to be of any practical value, at least 50 pounds 
per horsepower additional burden. That is to say : It 
must be able to rise into the air by its own internal

Banana BREAD

HE Horticultural Club of Trinidad has arranged 
to have loaves of bread baked from banana flour 
prepared at local bakeries and offered for puhlii 


sale in order that the people may have an opportunity 
to know that a most palatable bread can bc made 
from banana flour. 


At a recent meeting of this club samples of banana 


flour and bread were exhibited and the method ol 
preparation described. 
It was explained that the 


bananas from which the flour and bread were mada 
had been taken from trees only five days previous!* 
the "silk fig" small variety of bananas producing th* 
best results. 


The process was described as follows: 
pu]i 


grown bananas should be selected. Peel slice an* 
dry quickly, preferably on a galvanized sheet ' then 
grind in ordinary corn meal. From 63 pounds of 
green bananas, 16^ pounds of flour had been obtained 
in the specimens shown. The bread, which was vetv 
palatable, had been made from two Darts of ban- ' 
flour and one of wheat flour. The banana flour cmdij 
also be used as a substitute for oatmeal porridge and 
also for making pudding* 


Reckoning the cost of the bananas used in tie 


above experiment at 30 cents and tne labor for D ° 
paring into flour at 20 cents, it had cost 50 cents' 
equal to about 3 cents per pound.

great ambition of looking out over the 
sea which tasted of salt, said that she, 
too, 
would be content to go back to her 


people. 


"We must leave a record, "Will," said 


Lewis one day, looking 
up from 
his 


papers. 
"We must take no chances of 


the res-ults of our exploration not reach- 
ing Washington. 
Should we 
be lost 


smong the tribes east of here, perhaps 
some ship may take that word to Mr. 
Jefferson." 


So now, between them, they formu- 


lated that famous announcement to the 
world, which, one year after their safe 
arrival home overland, the ships brought 
nround by Cape Horn, 
to advise 
the 


world that a transcontinental path had 
been blazed:

person who may see the same, it 
may be made known to the world 
that the party consisting of the per-

months, 
four, six—has It been so 


long as that since you left us? If 
so, it is too late now. 
If we have 


failed, why did we fail? 


They told me—my father and his 


friends—and I told you plainly, that 
if your expedition went on, then our 
plan must fail. But now I must pre- 
sume that you have succeeded, or by 
this time are beyond the feeling of 
either success or 
failure. 
If you 


have failed, it is too late for us to 
succeed. If you have succeeded, then 
certainly we have failed. 
As J'ou 


read this, you may be doing so with 
hope. I, who wrote it, will be sitting 
in despair. 


Meriwether Lewis, come back to 


me, even so! It will be too late for 
you to aid me. You will have ruined 
all our hopes. But yours still will be 
the task—tlie duty—to look me in the 
face and say whether you owe aught 
to me. Can I forgive you? Why, 
yes, I could never do aught else than 
forgive. 
No matter what you did, 


I fear I should forgive you. Because, 
after all, my own wish In all this— 


Ah! let me write slowly here, and 


think ver ycarefully! 
•• 


My greatest wish in this, greater 


than any ambition I had for myself 
or my family—has been 
for you: 


See, I am writing 
those words— 


would I dare tell them to any, other 
man in all th<> world? Nnv. surelv 
not. But that I trust you, the very 
writing itself Is proof. And I write 
this to you, who never can be to 
me what man must be to woman if 
either is to be happy—the man to 
whom I can never be what woman 
muse be if she is to mean ail to any 
man. 
Apart forever! 
"We 
are 


estranged by circumstance, sundered 
by that, if you please, weak as those 
words seem. 
And yet 
something 


takes your soul to mine. Does some- 
thing- take mine to you, across all 
the wilderness, across all the miles, 
across 
all 
the 
long 
and 
bitter 


months? 


I say to you once more that in all 


this my demand upon you has not 
been for myself, nor wholly for my 
father. 
Let me be careful here. 


This impassable gulf is fixed be- 


tween us for all our lives. Neither of 
us may cross it. But I have been 
desirous to see you stand among men, 
where you belong. 
Do not ask me 


why I wished that—you must never 
ask me. I am Mrs. Alston, even as 
I write. 


As for you? Are you in rags as you 


read this? Are you cold and hungry? 
Are you alone, aloof, deserted, per- 
haps suffering, with none to comfort 
you?- I cannot aid you. Nay, I shall 
punish you once more, and say that 
it was your desire—that you brougnt 
this on yourself—that you would have 
it thus, in spite of all my Interven- 
tion for you. 


Moreover, you shall say to yourself 
always:

Because, if I write 
that, you will think I wish to hurt 
you. And my friend* let me admit 
the truth—the truth I ought not to 
lav upon you as any secret—I could 
never wish to hurt you.

Meriwether 
Lewis! 
Estimate 
the 


great confidence I hold in you as a 
gentleman. Because—do you not see? 
—a gentleman does not k-iss 
the 


woman whom he has at a disadvant- 
age—the woman who can never be 
his, who is another's. Is It not true? 


Happiness is not for us. We are so 


far apart 
I am sad. 
Good night, 


Meriwether Lewis! I. too, have your 
picture by me—the one you gave me 
years ago when I -was In Virginia. 
And it—good night, Mr. Meriwether 
Lewis' 


Place me apart—far from vou in 


the room, 
bet my face not look at 


vou direct. But in j'our hoart—your 
hard heart of a man, intent on 
dreams, forgetful of all else—please, 
please let there linger some small 
memory of her who dares, to write 
these lines— and who hopes that you 
never may see them! 


CHAPTER X. 
THE ABYSS. 


The little Indian dog sat on the table, 


sllont, motionless, looking at its master, 
•nhose head was bowed upon his arms. 
Now and thon it had stooped as if It 
would have looked In his face, but dared 
not, if for very excess of love. It turned 
an inquiring eye to the door, which, after 
a time, opened. 


William Clark, silent, stood nnoe moro 


at the side of his friend. 
He looked on 


tho sad and haggard face which was 
turned toward him, and fell back. 
His 


eye caught sight of tho folded paper 
crushed 
betwoen Lowls' 
fingers.

Only their 


leadei v,s silent and unsmiling, and he 
drove -them hard. 
Short commons they 


knew cftf., enough before they reached 
the mouth of fn Walla Walla, where they 
fou .I frier.cUy Indians who gave them 
ho:r.--meat— vhich 
seemed 
exceedingly 


eooi! food. 
The Nez Perces, whose country was 


reached next beyond the Walla Wallas, 
offered guides across the Bitter Roots, 
but now the snow la>- deep, the horses 
could not travel. For weeks they lay in 
camp on the Kooskooskie, eating horse- 
meat as the Indians then were doing, 
waiting, fretting. 


It was the middle of June before they 


made the effort to pass the Bitter Roots. 
Sixty horses they had now, with abun- 
dance of jerked horse-meat, and a half 
dozen Nez Perces guides. 
By the third 


of Julj-—just three years from the date 
of the Louisiana Purchase as It was made 
known at Jefferson's simplicity dinner— 
thev were across the Bitter Roots once 
mi-ire, In the pleasant vallevs of the east- 
ern slope. 
"That way," said Sacajawea, pointing, 


'"big falls!" 


She meant the short cut across the 


string of the bow, which would lead over 
the Continental Divide direct to the Great 
Falls of the Missouri. Both the leaders 
had pondered over this short cut, which 
the Nez Perces knew well. 


"We must part. Will," said Meriwether 


Lewis. "It is our duty to iearn all we 
can of this wonderful country. 
I will 


take the Indian trail straight across. Do 
you go on down the way we came. Pick 
up our caches above the three forks of 
the Missouri, and then cross over the 
mountains to the Yellowstone. 
Make 


boats there, and come on down to the 
mouth of that river. You should precede 
me there, perhaps, by some daj's. "Wait 
then until I come." 
What little more ado these self-reliant 


men parted in the middle of the vast 
mountain wilderness. 
They planned a 
later junction of their two parties at the 
mouth of a river which then was less 
known than the Columbia had been, 
through a pass which none of them had 
ever seen. 


Lewis had with him nine men, among 


them Sergeant Gass, the two Field boys, 
Drouillard and Cruzatte, the voyageurs. 
Sacajawea, in spite of her protest, re- 
mained with the Clark party, where her 
wonderful knowledge of the country again 
proved invaluable. 
This party advanced 


directly to the southward by easy and 
pleasant daily stages. 
: 
"That way short path over mountains," 
said Sacajawea at length, at one point of 
their journey. 


now the perils of the wilderness asserted 
themselves even against the marvelous 
good fortune which had thus far attended 
them. 


Hitherto, practically all the tribes met 


had been friendly, but now they were in 
the country of the dreaded Blackfeet, who 
hv inl5t*not nnrt triitiintr TV>**P v»oatM» fn 
all whites coming in from the south and 
east. A party of these warriors was met 
on the eecond day of their north-bound 
journey from the .Missouri river. 
Lewis 


gave the Indians such presents as he 
tLtdJt', ami 
.1.-- \v«t*> hi^ t_ii;>n.'i.(, n/iu i.it-m 


of his purpose in traveling through the 
country. 
He showed no fear of them, 


although he saw his men outnumbered 
ten to one. 
The two parties, the little 


band of white men and the far more nu- 
merous band of the Blackfeet, lay down 
to sleep that night In companj-. 


But the Blackfeet were unable to resist 


the temptation to attain sudden wealth 
by seizing the horses and guns of these 
strangers. Toward dawn Lewis himself, 
confident In the integrity of his guests, 
and dozing for a time, felt the corner of 
his robe pulled, felt something spring on 
hl.s face, heard a noi^e. 
His little dog 


was barking loudly, excitedly. 


He was more fully awakened by the 


sound of a shout and then by a shot.

from

Drouillard and, both of the Fields boys on 
their feet, struggling with the savages, 
who were trying to wrench their rifles 
from them.

"Curse you, turn loose of me!" cried

coming. Then his hand went to the long 
knife at his bell, and the next instant 
the Blackfoot lay dead at his feet. 


Drouillard wrenched his rifle free and 


stood off his man for a moment, shouting 
all the time to his leader that the Indians 
were trying to get the horses. Lewis saw 
the thieves tugging at the picket-ropes, 
and hastened into the fray, cursing him- 
self for his own credulity. A giant Black- 
foot engaged him, bull-hide shield ad- 
vanced, battle-ax whirling; but wresting 
himself free, Lewis fired pointblank into 
his body, and another Indian fell dead. 


The Blackfeet found they had met their 
match. 
They dropped the picket-ropes 


and ran as fast as they could, jumped 
into the river, swam across, and so es- 
caped, leaving the little party of whites 
unhurt, but much disturbed. 


"Mount, men! 
Hurry!" Lewis ordered. 


As quickly as they could master the 


frightened horses, his men obeyed. "With 
all thought of further exploration ended, 
they set out as fast as the horses could 
travel. They had made probablj' one hun- 
dred and twenty miles when at length 
they came to the mouth of Maria's river, 
escaped from the most perilous adventure 
any of them had had. 


Here again, by that »trange good for- 


tune which seemed to guide them, they 
arrived just in time to see the" canoes of 
Gass and his men coming- down the Mis- 
souri. These latter had made the grand 
portage at the falls, had taken up all the 
caches, and had brought the contents 
with them. 


There was no time to wait. The Black- 


feet would be coming noon. Lewis aban- 


what was later known as Clark's Pass 
over the Continental Divide. They came 
to a new country, 
a. beautiful valley 


where the amass was good; but Sacajawea 
still pointed onward. 
"That way," she said, "find boat, find 


cache!" 
She showed them another gap in the 


hills, as yet unknown; and so led them 
out by a short cut directly to the caches 
on the Jefferson! 


But they could not tarry long. 
Boots 


and saddles nciiin, pole and padille also, 
for now some of the men must take to the 
boats while others brought on the horses. 
At the Three Forks rendezvous 
they 


made yet other changes, for here the 
boats must be left. 
Captain Clark must- 


cross the mountain range to the east- 
ward 
to 
find 
the 
Yellowstone, of 


which the Indian girl had told him. Yon- 
der, she said, not quite a full day's march 
through a notch in the lofty mountains, 
they would come to the river -which ran 
off to the east. 


Not one of them had ever heard of that 


gap in the hills; there was no one to 
guide them through it except the Indian 
girl, whose memory had hitherto been so 
positive and so trustworthy. They trust- 
ed her implicitly. 


"That way!" she said. 
Always she pointed on ahead confi- 


dently; and always she was right. She 
was laying out the course of a railroad 
which one day should come up the Yel- 
lowstone and cross here to the Missouri. 


They found it to be no more than eigh- 


teen or twenty miles, Sacajawea's ex- 
traordinary short cut between the Mis- 
souri and the Yellowstone. They struck 
the latter river below the mouth of its 
great canyon, found good timber, and soon 
were busy felling great cottonwooda to 
make dugout canoes.

Not daunted, they 
built themselves boats of bull hide, as 
they had seen Indians do, and soon they 
followed on down the river, they could 
not tell how far to the rear of the main 
boat party. 
AYjth the marvelous good 


fortune which attended the entire expedi- 
tion, they had no accident: and in time 
they met the other explorer^ at the mouih 
of the Yellowstone, after traveling nine 
hundred miles on a separate voyage of 
original discovery' 


It was on the Sth of August that the 


last of Clark's boats arrived at the Yel- 
lowstone rendezvous. 
Hip me.n felt now 


as if they were almost at home. 
The 


Mandan villages were not far below. As 
soon as Captain Lewis should come, they 
would be on their \\av. rejo.cmg. Patient. 
hardy, uncomplaining, the> did not know 
that thev were heroes-.

Gaunt, eager, 


restless,

neither urged his men nor chided them, 
nor did he refer to the encounter with the 
Blackfeet—nor did he need to, with 
Drouillard to describe it to them all a 
"dozen times. 


At times it was necessary for the boats 


to stop for meat, usually a short errand 
In a country alive with game; and as 
was his custom, Lewis stepped ashore one 
evening to try for a shot at some nearby 
game—elk, buffalo, antelope, whatever 
offered. He had with him Cruzatte, the 
one-eyed Frenchman.

He was 
alluding to the recent scrap between the mayor and 
Si'pei-visoi Power, wherein the latter was defeated in 
his effort 1o be chosen as the mayor pro tern, during 
the mayor's contemplated absence. 
It was considered 


at the time a great political victory for the mayor. 
But the .sa-ike immediately followed, the mayor did not 
go away ou his contemplated trip,'but instead stayed 
to miv up with the trouble. It looked at first that 
political advantage might accrue to him,but soon there 
was great doubt about it, and now there is pretty near 
a certainty that the effect will be the other way. The 
comment of the political savant was as to what a fine 
political stroke it would have been if Power had been 
permitted to succeed. He would thus have been at the 
head of things while this rufction was on, while Mayoi 
Rolph Avon Id have be,en off and away, somewhere in the 
East, and held responsible for nothing. He could have 
lead of and studied the situation, and remained at a 
safe distance until the psychological moment for his re- 
turn, when he might have come back on his job with a 
prestige, instead of being under a handicap as is now 
generally considered to be the case. Power might have 
been made the goat. 
Business Hurt by Strike 


The strike is not over yet, but discussion has begun 


as to the probable liability of the city for damages. 
It might have been expected that the company would 
claim damages, or at least threaten, but it could hardly 
be expected, at least by the strikers, who are still 
claiming that they will triumph, that the city's legal 
icpresentative should be swift to explain how no 
grounds for damage exists. But the public is not as 
much concerned in this phase of the trouble as they 
are in getting the strike over with. The immediate 
piesent is the thing with the great majority, and the 
aftermath as to who shall pay the piper they are will- 
ing to crust to the future. For the strike has worked 
havoc with the retail trade. A month of curtailed 
business is more than many merchants and tradesmen 
can stand without serious injury. Not only has the 
tervice been curtailed in the withdrawal of many of 
the cars, but people are terrorized from riding on 
•those that do run. Naturally they would be timid 
from the many accounts of violence that get published, 
but it has been one of the methods of the strikers to 
warn women against riding on cars that are under the 
ban. The strike has been particularly hard on the 
cafes, restaurants and places of amusement. The inter- 
ruption of the night service affected them especially. 
Sleuths at Work 


At the City Hall there is some curiosity as what is 


behind the research of two accountants who for some 
ten days have been going through the record of ex- 
penditures of the City Attorney's office. 
There is an 


emergency allowance for this official. The emergencies 
for the most part are impbrtant cases in which the city 
is involved, such as the Spring VaJley case, that in- 
volving pay for garbage incinerator plants that will 
not work, etc. 
Very large sums have been thus ex- 


pended, but itemized statements are not customary 
and no question has been raised about them. There is 
a hot contest over the city attorneyship. The incum- 
bent, George Lull, and Attorney Frank Hennessey have 
locked horns, and it is surmised this examination ot 
records is a fishing expedition, with a hope of fetching 
up something that will make campaign stuff: or that 
it is the enterprise of somebody to find if-there is any- 
thing woiib. while iu the office aside from the salary, 
and how much. The city is blossoming out with the 
usual cloth signs announcing candidacies, and alto- 
gether there is a considerable commotion anent the 
election which, in less than two months, is to result 
in the choice of nine supervisors, six executive officials 
and two police judges. 
Fickleness at Washington 


Certainly our war authorities keep us guessing. 


The very latest is that there is now to be a bigger and 
better Camp Fremont Ilian was originally planned, that 
construction is to be resumed, and that a major gen- 
eia! is to be placed in command. This is good news, 
though belated, as our bo\s have been trailed off to 
rendezvous at ''amp Green. North Carolina, and Cnmp 
Lewis in Washington. It may be that Camp Fremont 
is to be prepared for further contingencies; but it 
would have saved much travail and home expense if 
Ihe project had been carried along straightforwardly. 
And it must not be concluded that it has yet been 
definitely settled as to what is to be done. In the 
absence of this exactness it is not safe to accept any 
deduction as a final conclusion. Tho same policy of 
indecision characterix.es the location of a naval base. 
A month ago there seemed to be a precipitancy in 
Washington over the Alameda site. The town authori- 
ties were wired for the title status of the land that 
the town had offered. Also it was desired lo know 
how soon a referendum election could be held, as that 
wns a necessary proceeding lo confer title. 
It- was 


(jiiilc generally considered that that as good a.s settled 
it. 
But there ensues a period of desuetude, and 


nothing further Las been heard from AYashington on 
the subject, excepting the newspaper despatch to the 
' tlfect that the matter of selecting a base had been put 
overJor the year. 
Prize Fights in the Auditorium 


Among a considerable number of citizens there is a 


throwing up of hands over the announcement tlisit 
Supervisor Mulvihill is to offer a resolution permit- 
ting the use of the Civic Auditorium for fistic con- 
tests. Four-round contests are coming in again, and it 
seems to be figured that if the Auditorium can be 
secured for such a purpose and at a nominal expense 
they will be divested of certain rough-neck character- 
istics in the public mind. There may be some talk to 
the effect that they are pure athletic exhibitions, but 
they are pretty likely to be near prize lights, with alt 
that the same imply. The Civic Auditorium was se- 
cured a while back for wrestling bouts, which are a 
different class of exhibitions. There was no great dis- 
sent to its use for this purpose; but there are a good 
many persons who realize how it is going to look to- 
let the great Civic Auditorium out for prize fight 
contests. It is sure to be recalled that through a veto 
by the mayor permission was denied an association 
of gentlemen lo build and give to the city an opera 
house on a site at the civic center especially reserved 
for it. 
If Supervisor 
Mulvihill's resolution goes 


through San Francisco's municipal government will 


T>e in the position of banning opera and coddling prize 
fights. 
Controlling Price of Fish 


Announcements of the price of fish continue to 


appear in the public press around the middle of the 
week. They are more ornate than they used to be, 
evincing a better literary finish; and,the name of 
Harris Weinstock is signed to them instead of that 
of A. Paladini. But the difference is not as radical as 
the public had been led to suppose it would be. Some 
kinds of fish are cheaper, but the last quotation of 
salmon was 18 cents. Some weeks Mr. Paladini was as 
liberal as that, and he never went above 20. The effort 
is now being made to control the fish market by a 
director acting under a State law. Just how this is 
going to turn out will have to be determined by ex- 
perience. The theory that the fishes in the waters of 
the State belong to the State, and that the State has 
the right to fix the price at which fishermen shall sell 
to the general public, is not unreasonable. But how 
the attempt to put it in practice works out is another 
thing. But the effort is young yet, and may well be 
given a chance. 
Thomas' Resignation 


jNot rnucu attention was paiu to uie re&iguaiioii 01 


Deputy United States Attorney Thomas, but coming 
as soon as it did after the acquittal of former Collector 
of Internal Revenue Scott, whom Thomas prosecuted, 
it has unusual significance. It is known that the Scott 
case got on the administration nerve. Perhaps it was 
due to the testimony of Scott as to -his activity in the 
last presidential campaign at the time the irregu- 
larities-in his office occurred, and his assumption that 
such activity was in accordance with a request froui 
high up, that his trial was followed so closely in 
Washington, and his, acquittal taken so hard; but it is 
reasonably certain that there was a reckoning in the 
United States district attorney's office here. The gen- 
eral impression is that Thomas was made the goat. Ot 
course, the familiar story of his quitting to accept an 
advantageous partnership in private practice was 
spread, but it is' known that be was well suited with 
the government job, and that the decision to retire 
therefrom was suddenly taken. Preston and Thomas 
were townies at Ukiah, and Thomas was given the 
place of chief deputy in the United States district 
attorney's office for that reason. 
Municipal Conference to Act 


The organization known as the Municipal Conference 


is getting ready to take a definite part in the forth- 
coming election. It is understood that it will put iii» 
the field candidates for the nine supervisors, the two 
police judges and the city attorney. It does not seem 
probable now that it will indorse any of the nine whose 
terms expire and who are all candidates for re-election. 
Max Kuhl is to be the generalissimo. Two years ago 
the Municipal Conference proceeded on the selecthe 
indorsement plan and came to grief. It indorsed Rolph 
and 
certain 
of 
the 
supervisorial 
candidates. 


Rolph in turn championed certain 
other 
super- 


visorial candidates which the conference opposed, and 
who were elected. 
It was a singular instance of a 


candidate who was favored by an organization openly 
working to defeat other candidates of that organiza- 
tion. It is realized that unanimity of action this year 
might bring success lo the movement. The recent dis- 
orders have got the people in a frame of mind that is 
believed to be favorable to such an' outcome. The in- 
jury to business has been felt so universally that the 
electorate is expected to go to the polls sore, and vote 
accordingly. 
An Old-Timer Heard From 


Some of the older San Franciscans will readily re- 


member Bchrend Joost. When the French had their 
try at digging the Panama canal he was one of those 
who were understood to have been awarded profitable 
contracts. But he was better known, perhaps, for hav- 
ing built the first electric road in San Francisco. It 
was the nucleus of what is now the San Mateo line, 
lie was also noted for his litignou* propensities. 1he 
newspapers of the time having frequent accounts of 
his lawsuits. Well, Joost survives at 84, and - his 
litiguousness persists in a degree. He has begun suit 
against a son and daughter to recover possession of 
forty to fifty pieces of real estate standing in their 


names, and which he claims was placed there in other 
clavs. It is not so stated iu the complaint, but pre- 
sumably the legal complications in which he found 
himself at the time induced this course of action. The 
situation now is that the aged contractor finds him- 
self up against it, with nothing forthcoming from the 
considerable property which he declares is his. 
Hunter's Point Dock 


As is pretty generally known, a great drydock is 


being excavated at 'Hunter's Point. Work has been 
progressing for some two or three years. Because 
there is no dock on this coast that will take one of 
the dreaduaught.s, the government lias gone in partner- 
ship with this enterprise, not in us cousiructioii, bui 
subsidizing its maintenance to the extent of $50,000 
a. year for five years. It is to be 1000 feet long, and, 
being excavated in rock, is a slow job. The work is 
of the nature of scooping out a bowl, leaving a natural 
dam to keep back the sea until the main excavation 
is made to the full depth of forty feet below the sea 
level. 
Serious 
trouble has developed in seepage 


through what was supposed to be impervious rock, 
and to an extent to hamper the work. Not only that, 
some uneasiness has been occasioned as to the ulti- 
mate efiect on the completed structure if the rock is 
so porous as to hamper construction. The seepage 
is from the direction of the harbor, and a large force 
of workers in concrete has not yet been able to subdue 
it in a satisfactory manner. Coincidently it is pub- 
lished that the final decision as to the naval base has 
been postponed until next year. There are several ex- 
planations for this delay in deciding the location for 
the base. It is hardly believed this flaw in the founda- 
tion for the,drydock is one, though it is not impossible 
that it figures. But Congress is much engrossed in 
direct war measures, and the difficulty of inducing it to 
concentrate on this subject is recognized. Then there 
may be a hunch high up that the peace that is likely 
to ensue before a naval base can be built of the 
capacity that has been planned may have disarmament 
as its chief feature, and it is the part of wisdom to 
slow up. The voluminous report of the Naval Base 
Commission, which was headed by Admiral Helm, has 
been issued. This has not been distributed promiscu- 
ously, being semi-secret; but extracts have been pub- 
lished and enough has been learned of its contents to 
justify the conclusion that it eliminates all proposed 
s>ites except those on San Francisco bay, and of these 
five it inferentially narrows down to two—Hunter's 
Point and Alameda. It has long been considered to be 
a possibility that both these sites might be chosen, 
Hunter's Point at least to the extent of the great 
drydock that is now in course of construction there. 
Hers for Ocean Liners 


Those who are observant of things along the water^" 


front must have noticed the trend of ocean, liners to 
secure dockage oceanward from the fetry landings. 
For many years the old Pacific Mail dockage, in the 
other direction, was the center for the liner service. 
Whether the preference for the newer location is due 
to a desire to avoid crossing the ferry fairway and the 
maze of smaller craft that plies so largely in the 
vicinity is not known; but it is a fact that application 
for piers to the north of the busy section of the water- 
front are made as fast as they are completed, and 
even as soon as they are projected. Two large piers 
are now being constructed between the water terminii 
of Montgomery and Sansome streets. These piers are 
numbered 31 and 33, and contracts for them already 
let call for an expenditure of §622,500. The Spreckels 
lines, the Oceanic and Java-Pacific, occupy piers 37 
and 35, adjoining these new ones on the north, and 
that firm wants the new ones now under construction. 
The China Mail and Japanese Mitsui lines have put in 
applications for pier 29 on the other side. The Chinese 
and Japanese lines are not associated, but their sail- 
ings do not conflict, so they are able to use the same 
pier. 
Trial of Oxman 


The Oxman trial is on and it does not promise to 


be sensational. When eleven jurors are passed out of the 
first panel called it indicates that a.great amount of 
time is not likely to be consumed in reaching a conclu- 
sion. District Attorney Fickert felt himself disquali- 
fied from prosecuting the case and District Attorney 
Gernon of Tehama has assumed the function of prose- 
cuting officer. The proceedings already have a sort of 
perfunctory appearance, as though the main purpose 
had been served in getting the defendant into the fix 
he now finds himself, and further proceedings are 
shorn of interest. 
The Threatened Iron Strike 


At this writing it is not clear whether a general 


strike of ironworkers will be avoided next Mondav. 
The public, and especially the business public, and 
to all appearances very ninny of the ironworkers them- 
selves, hope that a walkout will be averted. The 
trepidation is less, however, than it was a week ago, 
when ihe street car strike promised, a more serious 
outcome. With things red-hot in that direction, it 
was realized that there wouTd be a greater inclination 
to extend the trouble to the wider sphere. Besides 
greatly disturbing local business, a general strike iust 
;:(- this time will stop government work. The great 
shipyards will .suddenly cease their activities. The 
demand for a ."0 per rent increase, it is claimed is 
without the province of employers to grant, especially 
upon work that is under contract. However, finders 
cannot be pointed at San Francisco on account of its 
strikes nowadays. Lnbor unrest characterizes the in- 
dustries of many cities. And they are largely of the 
same character of those Hint prevail here.

GARDENING 


By ROY HARRISON DANFORTH. 


.ECAtTSE September Is preemi- 


nently tho month for setting 
out Iris, of either the tuberous 
or rhixomatoiis varieties, it is 
particulaiiy fortunate that the 
schedule of articles In t|lis s>1- 
ries brings UK today to a con- 
sideration of tho use of the IrlH In land- 
scaping and its culture. 
That such utio- 
has been limited lo a considerable extent 
until very recent years bus boon in part 
clue to the ignorance- of the simple culti- 
vation of the flower and In part to tho 
current development of linpiovod species. 
The iris i* to be had now In a wealth of 
colorings and iliupeH probably approached 
by no other flower giAwn, unless it bo tho 
lilv, arid in surh a Jarlotv of species as 
permits one or other to he In bloom for 
almost Uiree-quartei-H of the year. 


It Is this latter fn> 1. added to the ranpo 
of heights) among the species from a few 
inches to almost -sl\- feel, that makes tho 
Iris particularly valuable in landscaping. 
Although the normal arrangement of the 
plants would be in front of such a shrub 
or other background as would accentuate 
their beauty, these characteristics make 
it possible to form largo beds .solely of 
iris which will be artistically arranged as 
to'height and In bloom for rnanv month*. 
In fact, from the time the Iris Kochll 
be-ins lo open its flower." In November 
i-ntil the last of .Iapane.se iri.sos are dving 
away in late July there need bo no day 
•without its blooms. 
In March and April,

bo remembered tlutt the ptoces.s of starch 
formation which lays uway the food t'or 
tho succeeding year's growth continues 
only so lorij; as gruen foliage renmlnt 
above, and all or the 'ullage must not 
be cut away mull, by Into August or 
.September, the root has thus sufficiently 
prepared Itself. 
Tho removal of a leaf 
at a time does not usually Interfere with 
this progi ess. 
Irises like tho German and Spanish 
sorts particularly—all of them if desired,— 
that do not need to be removed each 
year from their place and later sot out 
again after the manner of most bulbs, 
are particularly adapted for naturalizing; 
that is, planting in colonies or otherwise 
right among tho shrubs, or along their 
edges. 
Jn such cases tho ground should 
be prepared richly in advance of the 
planting. 
The plants need not then bo 
removed until their loot or bulb systems! 
become so crowded that they throw small 
flowers. 
With a water feature as a motif Ilia 
Innd.Mcnping of Irises Incomes a partic- 
ularly effective work. 
Irises vary con- 


Bldcrably in thr-lr demand for moisture 
from the water flags, like psotitlo-acoius 
and vorsicolur, which are most 
happy 
when their feet aro In tho water tho 
year around, to the onrocyoltis which ac- 
tually needs a thorough baking by the 
hottest sort of sun through the summer. 
Tho flags anil Japanese Irises will, then, 
be planted nearest tho water, the Japa- 
nese a little higher than the other*. Next 
behind these may como (he irises of tho 
spiiria 
section, 
Ilko ochroleuca, aurea, 
monnlerl mid tho Siberian, as well as tho 
carrier stylos.\. ' The bearded irise.s, of 
which tho chief are the Corinan section, 
will bo shown beyond these, for they do 
with loss water and ai e best for''a dry 
spell in Julv, August and early Septem- 
ber. If a bit of .shade is offered the bulbs 
of the Spanish mrt may he set thcio, 
provided the drainage Is good, and those 
of the Kngllsh. whether the drainage is 
very good or not, 


MAKING A GARDEN OF 
IRIS SPECIES ALONE. 


Several considers lions must bo kepi In 


mind In forming a garden wholly o' Irlu. 
Not all of them are so happilv equipped 
with eveigicu'i foll.igo as the Ccrnutii, so 
that it is al'tu'.'jtiic'r advisable lo havo 
such a garden backed by shrubbeiy which 
will give them some degree of green sup- 
port as their Icavr* wither. In the .second 
place, t'noio sorts that 
require similar 
cultural altertlon should be grouped as 
far as possible together. 
Again, for the 
best display Hie beds will be arranged 
as a rule with the highest growing sorts 
at the back and the dwarf at the front; 
or, If they are to bo viewed Iroin either 
Bide, with tho tailor species in tho center. 
Though some sort.s aro not s>o particular 
as others, the whole site for the Iris 
garden should bo well drained, and fre- 
quently it Is found advUablc, particularly 
for such sorts as piimila, chamaelris, Gor- 
inanlca and Spanish, to underlay tlio beds 
at a depth of a foot or so with a layer 
of rocks. 
Although the hybridizers havo 
broken several of the species Into a most 
bewildering 
variety of colors, there Is 
this characteristic of Irises that no In- 
harmonious combinations of color appear 
among them. 
A mixed bed of colors will, 
therefore, bo I omul quite as agreeable in 
most circumslaricoH as If an effort were/ 
made to keep tho colors separate. 
There are two great divisions of irises: 
Klrst, those with rhizomes, or creeping 
root-stalks, which are propagated by di- 
visions of tho rhl'/omos In later summer; 
Kccond, tho bulbous varieties, which como 
from bulbs Ilko tulips or daffodils and 
are propagated by offsets from the par- 
ent bulbs at the same time of year. 
TS>o 
common b»io flag is an example of tlio 
former ami th.j Spanish Iris of the latter. 
Tho rhi/omaioiiH section has (wo Impor- 
tant subdivisions and a number of less 
Important one.-.. Tlio former aro the |io- 
gonlrls, which N < haiactorized by a very 
distinct beaid clown Hie center of tho 
falls, or lower petals, and the apogoii, 
which does not have this beard. 
The 
upper petals ol n iscs aro called standards. 
Kxainplesj of Hie pogon'ris .subgcmis are 
the Ufi rnanlca, Crime..n, koclill, pumlla, 
etc.; among tho apogons are Uio Japa- 
nese, Siberian, ncliruleni-a, etc. 
As a gen- 
eral rule the pogoiilris subgcmis needs 
a warm, dry and well drained location 
and the apogdit a rather moist location. 
The following list of species Is not at all 
exhaustive. Varii-tle.s imrllculuily adapted 
(o growth In the bay region are Included 
in the order of their (lowering as. in-

outstanding feature of the work, and 
the reader must make his choice. Few 
there will be however who will fJ.il 
to respond to the tenderness of the 
author's picture of the old family 
circle, where the 
McCllntocks (Mr. 


Garland's maternal progenitors) and 
the Garlands sing and dance and live 
In joy and contentment in their Wis- 
consin home. 
And fewer still will 


there be who are unaffected by the 
loving portrait which is drawn of the 
author's mtoher—the young, beauti- 
ful 
wife of an 
indomitable, deter- 


mined, resolute soldier, who at hia 
bidding 
leaves 
her kith 
and 
kin, 


gathers her 
household goods and 


gods and follows for more than thirty 
years the constantly shifting "middle 
border," enduring hardships which 
seem unendurable, suffering'physical 
pain and endless labor, all to aid in 
the work of "getting ahead." 
Like 


the veriest fairy tale Is the ending of 
the work the return of this same 
sweet mother, albeit broken in health, 
aged and Infirm, to the home of her 
youth, there to pass the remainder of 
iier days fn peace and "luxury." 


The father is.a not less pathetic 


figure, save as he is regarded as the 
cause of the family discomfort—the 
one member of the household who

continually 
forsaking

for a pioneer shanty, leaving a tilled 
farm for the unbroken lands of the 
far west. 
His boast that he "never 


takes a back trail" comes to naught

gun fire poured at them from various 
points, to tho continuous accompani- 
ment of short, (sharp, annihilating 
Ifnoclts. 
Tho bullets morally came 


like water from an Immense hose 
with a, perforated top. 
The streams 


o£ lead ctossed and re-crossed, sweep- 
ing- tho ranks about the ankles, at the 
waist, 
bieast 
high, 
around 
their 


heads. 
Comiades were to be seen 


falling on all sides, right, left, front, 
and rear. 
So searching was the fire 


that It was useless to seek co\er, and 
advance In short rushes In between. 
So tho linos kept undauntedly on 
their way, apparently not minding 
the bullets any more thar if they 
were a driving and splashing shower 
of hall." 


Tho story of Irish bravery at the 


front has come back to England by

That this story of heroism Is to

From round-about sources, It has

"Music and Life," Thomas Whitney 
Burette makes by implication an at- 
tack upon music criticism of the lit- 
C'rary and melaphoric type as being 
evasive and misleading. He says: 


"Music does not deal with objects. 


It cannot portray a ship or a star. 
H may seem to float, St nji.iy flush for 
a moment, but it does not describe or 
sot forth. 
Furthermore, 
it cannot, 


• strictly .speaking-, give expression 
to 


ideas. 
Jt may bo so serious, so or- 


dered, so equable—as in Bach—that 
we say its composer was a philoso- 
pher, but no Item oC Ills philosophy 
appears. 
Above all it in unmoral, and 


without belief or dogma. 


"Too much stress can hardly be laid 


on this nog-alive quality in music, for 
it is in this'very disability that its 
greatest virtue lies. 
I shall 
refer 


Inter to the frequent tendency among 
listeners to avoid facing- this prob- 
lem by attaching mean ings of their 
own to the music they hoar, 
I need 


only note in passing that these, so- 
called 'meaning's' seldom agree, and 
that the habit is the result either of 
ignorance of the true office of music 
or of mental lassitude toward it." 


Later In discussing the symphony, 


lie asserts: 
"You cannot understand 


music by translating it into other 
terms, or by preserving your ab'socia- 
lions with the world in which you 
live. 
Mind and 
feeling", sublimated 


by the magic of these sounds, must 
detach themselves and rise to a world 
of pure imagination where there la 
no locality. 
. 
. 
. 
Listening to a 


symphony should consist In giving- 
yourself freely to it; 
In making of 


yourself a passive medium. . . . I 
would go so far as to say that tho 
proper 
goal 
of a -music education 


should bo to arrive at such a state of 
Impressionability to pure music as 
would leave the mind, the feelings, 
and the imagination free to. act sub- 
consciously without active direction, 
and without struggle." 


It seems to me that Mr. Snretto 


takes a fallacy as one of the bases of 
his argument. . l-.lc assumes that every 
person has the faculty oC understand- 
ing and enjoying pure music. This is 
as untrue as the assumption that 
every person can see beauty in tho 
binomial 
theorem 
and 
find 
enjoy- 


ment in working out problems in dif- 
ferential calculus. 
The mathematical 


and musical types of mind (closely 
related In their essence) are rare. 


The average man finds great dif- 


liciilly in focusing Ills attention upon 
a problem in the higher mathematics 
because of tho utter absence of con- 
crete images. 
He gropes about for 


something 
definite 
upon 
which 
to 


rest, and finds nothing but x and y 
and other symbols. 
Jn the same way, 


lie finds a string quartet or a sym- 
phony incomprehensible unless It is 
provided with a definite "program." 
>le must have some pegs upon which 
to hang' his emotions. Let him listen 
for the first time to Salnt-Saons' Opua 
40, without knowing its "program" 
title, and he will gather very few .and 
very vague impressions from it. 
Let 


him be provided beforehand with tho 
knowledge that it is the "Danso Ma- 
cabre," and he will get a very con- 
siderable amount of intellectual and 
emotional enjoyment out of a first 
hearing. 


I am not contending for a moment 


that Mr. Surctte is not right in as- 
sorting that music "cannot be trans- 
lated into other terms." 
That is a 


self-evident axiom. 
But the attempts 


at 
translation 
will 
continue 
to bo 


made by listeners at! long an man con- 
tinues to think in sensuous images. 
"When tho time nouiuK in the evolu- 
tion toward (he Ubermonsch that tho 
average man can read w i t h pleasures 
a treatise on quaternions, that will bo 
the lime when lie will Vie able to en- 
joy music as puru audible form with- 
out a thought of the "associations 
with the world la which lie lived."

Potato Couid BeValuable Aid

United States—have made her mes- 
senger sorrtoe for Germany a diplo- 
matic ls.;se and for the present, at 
least, are not allowing Sweden to 
send cipher to her legation here. 
Whether requests for.an explana- 


tion made of Sweden by the allies 
portend a break in. diplomatic rela- 
tions Is unknown here. 'They prob- 
ably .do not—oinless Sweden falls to 
rid herself of pro-German workers. 
The dismissal of the first secretary of 
the foreign office proved today to 
have been only a transfer to the 
Swedish justice department, and this 
apparently is only a BOP to the de- 
mand that the higher officials In the 
Swedish-Teuton alliance step down. 
The reported Teuton reply to the 
Vatican peace note caused'scarcely a 
ripple here today and there was no 
comment forthcoming on It other 
than It does not appear,to have any 
elements of settlement in it 
The embargo against Sweden Is still 


on, and because of it Germany Is get- 
ting less and less outside supplies. 
The state department denied today 
its recent revelations anent Sweden 
have any connection with the em- 
bargo'situation. 'But; despite this. It 
does have the obvious e'ffect of work- 
Ing- Latin-America to shut off credits 
and supplies because of German 
treachery. The disclosures also serve 
the purpose of arguing to Sweden 
that her. "needs" might be-less If she 
were.not in league with Germany.

to meet the needs of American, college 
men in military service there, according 
to circular letters that have been sent 
out to all students and alumni. 


The union will "provide at moderate 


cost a home with the privileges of a 
simple dub" for American college men. 
and their friends passing through Paris 
or there on furlough—the club home to 
have information bureaus, gymnasiums, 
libraries and newspaper rooms, as well 
as dining-rooms, bedrooms and ibaths. 


It will look out for college men in 


war service, also visiting the sick and 
wounded and serving as a means of 
communication between them and their 
families and friends. 
In this and in its 


•work of sending out news of casualties, it 
will co-operate with the various bureaus 
in Europe of universities and schools of 
this country and will furnish headquarters 
for them. 


The union grew out of a meeting of 


the alumni of ten American Institutions 
in Paris on June 18—Columbia, Cornell, 
Dartmouth. Harvard. Michigan, Pennsyl- 
vania, Princeton, Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Williams and Tale, and 
co-operates with the Tale bureau in 
Paris. 
It was only after consultation with the 


Ked Cross, the Young: Men's Christian 
Association and officials of the War De- 
partment that the union was formed. 
Honorary membership has been given to 
the United States Military Academy at 
West Point and the United States Naval 
Academy at Annapolis. 


Universities with 10,000 or more grad- 


uates will contribute S500 a year to the 
support of the union and smaller universi- 
ties ;- jroro.-Jorfate a~oi:r.t r.-;r7j!r!g from 
$100 to S2uO.

with incredible speed to very great 
distances, both -in India and in 
Africa, and these rumors, though 
usually vague, have sometimes 
been 


true in material particulars. 


• "Thus It Is said that the outbreak 


of the Indian mutiny was current as 
a 'bazaar rumor' days before the news 
could have traveled by any means 
Uieu known in distant parts of India. 
"Falsity is not a cardinal feature 


of rumor. 
"It never originates in a newspaper, 
even In a paragraph communicated 
'with all reserve.' 


"Rumor is very generally believed. 
"A wish, a hope, a -forecast, a 


probability, a- supposition on 
some 
subject of intense and universal in- 
terest, is expressed and, perhaps, im- 
perfectly heard. The gist of the mat- 
ter makes an Impression so strong 
as. to swamp the preparatory phrase. 
It Is repeated from mouth" to mouth 
with increasing assurance and les- 
sening diffidence. Its Interest is so 
intense that everyone who .hears it is 
eager to repeat It and cannot wait 
to be sure that" he has got the story 
right, and so the rumor spreads."

the characteristic pluck and prompt- 
ness with which the emergency was 
met"Five bombs were thrown. The ex- 
Plosloas Instantly killed Lieutenant 
William T. Simmons of the medical 
reserve corps, U. S. A., and three 
army privates and wounded Lieuten- 
ants C. A. McGuire, Thaddeus D. 
Smith and Rea A. Whidden, O. R. C.. 
U. S. A., six privates, a woman nurse 
and twenty-two .patients from the 
British lines who were under treat- 
ment there for wounds . already re- 
ceived.

one who had stayed at home, set- 
ting out to travel while the trav- 
eler married the girl, and each 
found the unusual! 


Of course, this story was rather 


hard to follow, and I didn't wind 


up like that 
Eiut I set out on a 


walk for some unknown destina- 
tion, in defiance of the rule about 
not leaving the grounds 
If the 
gates should close in mv absence, 
1 knew of two holes in the fence 
I did ilnd a pieasant relief from 
the life, though 
I walked out on a road but soon 
cut across lots. 
It was raining 


half the time and evervthmg was 
fresh.

Then I struck another road and 
got way off in a farming region 
with walnut trees along the road 
I sw'iped some green apples and 
pears in a little orchard, and was 
like a kid again. I walked quite 
a ways with a little bov, and be- 
cause of my leather coat and 
eleve pilote badge and uniform 
he asfeed me if I had fallen in an 
airplane 
I finally came round 
an enormous farm group, and it 
looked like a relic of the Middle 
Ages 
As I see it there are four 


things at least that make a 
French landscape different from 
the American ones L am accus-. 
tomed to. First, the farm-houses 
are all collected in tight little 
villages, or an enormous group 
that is almost a village, but never 
an isolated house on its square 
Second there are no fences, third, 
everything is in curves, never 
straight, and lastly, there are lit- 
tle, square, well-kept woods here 
and there—the solution of the 
firewood problem. 


QUIET SCENE. 


This big 'ferme' was made up 


of a cluster of a dozen or fifteen 
buildings of old stone and plaster 
with imposing rows of trees lead- 
ing to iL, viitil lovvel£> ciliu aLoojjmo 
and weather-cocks, and a well 
connecting all around the outside 
making the group into a walled 
court. 
The workers at night 
leave the plows in the furrows 
and hike all the way IA to these 
little "strongholds " A place lake 
that must hold a hundred people 
or more 
Tt must be a relic from 
the times when it had |o be done 
for defense purposes 
The most unusual thing about 


It all was a tall, American "Sam- 
son" windmill on its tower right 
beside an old tower with little 
windows like loop-holes I asked 
my way here and again they 
asked if I had landed from the 
sky.I succeeded so well as finally to 
lose myself, and at last I got back 
to Avord (the town) across the 
fields, and got an omelet and 
bread and butter at a cafe Then 
I walked on out to the camp and 
by this time it was about nine 
p m. I must have covered about 
twelve or fifteen kilometers since 
five p. m. and interesting coun- 
try it was. 
I can see how good a trip a fel- 


low could have that wav in peace 
times carrying- his blankets or 
bicycling, or even "Fording" it 
It was just as if the country had 
never heard of war, except that 
airplanes, big and little, 'igly and 
graceful, 
monoplanes and 
bi- 


planes, loud and quiet high and 
low, Vere buz7ing, humming, and 
aingingX all over the sky, against 
the clouds and sunset Talk about 
contrasts I 


NEAR THE FRONT. 


Avord, France. 
In answer to your questions, I 
never went clear to the front line 
trenches 
At Verdun, while I 


•was much afraid of censorship I 
did not tell or one da\ I spent 
in which I was shown all over a 
battery of 90's, and was allowed 
to fire off one of the old-style 
cannons, and maybe I killed 
somebody over on Hill 304, or 
Mort HoTr.me 


Our scu de spoke good English 


and took us over to a battery of 
75's 
where we were kindly re- 


ceived b\ a man from New "Tor1? 
•who explained the beautiful gun 
and then fired one oft! for our ben- 
efit He took us down a sap about 
twentv feet under ground—a re- 
fuge during bombardment 


Then our obliging guide took 
us up over the hill and Into a 
trench which we followed until 
we could look through peep-holes 
and see across the Meuse to the 
Cote de Talon, where the Boches 
were, nearlv a kilometre off This 
Was a 
communication 
bovau, 


and held no eoHler* 
th<> •"•til- 
lery dominating the river valley. 
It was not the first line. In tho 
Saint Mihiel region, several of the 
boys went up and even out into 
the "petltes postcs" which are 
shoved in front of the first line, 
but they were taken up by friends 
and I never happened to get the 
chance.

A WAR STORY. 


While in Paris this last time I 


had brought home to me one of 
the stories on anguish caused by 
the war, that might be repeated 
In thousands of homes Xeir 
where I staved, at Rue Lekain, 
I became quite friendly with an 
old shoemaker and a woman who 
woiked In his shop, whose hus- 
band was at tho front. 
When T camo In on seven davs* 


permission, I had a long talk 
with them, and the happv wife 
was all smiles because her "Marl" 
was comlnf home on permission. 
She could hardly wait 
When I 
earns In on fortv-elght hours^ 
permission, I didn't stop, but this 


last time I saw them again. 
1 gave them my second pair of 
shoes to sell, as at Avord I was 
entitled to two pairs I had never 
woin this pair 
I hope they sell 


them, ^.rd I won't go around for 
the money. 


"U ell, very soon I noticed a 
change and then she told me all. 
Her man had come home, and 
had gone back very happy Then 
his letters had suddenly stopped 
and friends wrote that a small 
shell had hit him in the neck and 
that he was buried near the sec- 
ond line up in Cnampagne, a few- 
days after we left 
She told it calmlv, but tlredly, 


but later she suddenly let go and 
cried a bit in her disappointment 
Almost immediately she 
con- 
trolled helself, for another wo- 
man came m the shop. She be-

gan to bawl them out for not hav- 


•j 
ing some shoes done, and I fumed 
to myself with the cruelty of it 
Then the other woman

grave and a wooden cross. 


3IEETS "WRITER. 


I met in Paris, a very Interest- 
ing yoilng writer who had en- 
tered the service 
I got to talk- 
ing with him sitting on the ter- 
race one evening at Raynouard. 
I guess he saw something unusual 
in this untamed westerner so he 
suggested that we take a walk, 
which we did 
All the time I felt 
as if he were matching his brain 
and his ideas against mine, and 
it was like a fencing match, par- 
rying, feinting and thrusting.

With these words District Judge 


Van Fleet sentenced 
Laurence De 


Lacey, publisher of'the Leader, 
to 


eighteen months in the Federal peni- 
tentiary at McNeil Island, and fined 
him $3000 for his part in the con- 
sp'racy to free from military prison 
Franz Bopp and E. H. Van Schaak, 
former 
German 
consul and vice- 


consul. 
Harnedy and Mullane were next 


sentenced to one year in the county 
jail and given fines of $1000 each. 
, Their counsel, Attorney Nat Coghlan. 


immediately filed a writ of error and 
a writ in arre«t of Judgment wending 
which he asked the men be released 
on bonds. At the request of United 
States Attorney John W. Preston, who 
said he considered De Lacey to be a 
dangerous man to be at liberty, his 
bond was fixed at $20,000 and that 
of the other defendants at $10,000 
each. 


Before sentencing the men, Attor- 
ney Coghlan argued for a new trial, 
quoting many authorities, particularly 
President Wilson in the third volume 
of his history of the American peo- 
ple. 
Coghlan predicated his appeal 
upon the enemy alien law under which 
he contended his clients had 
been 
convicted and which had been con- 
demned by President Wilson In his 
history as unconstitutional. 
The motion for a new trial was de- 
nied by Judge Van Fleet, who held 
that courts of the first instance should 
not adjudicate acts of Congress inso- 
far as their constitutionality was con- 
cerned, 
and stated 
further 
that 
opinions in times of peace were very 
different from those existing in times 
of war. 
The action of Lincoln was 


referred to by Judge Van Fleet in his 
decision: "Lincoln held that the hold- 
ing of slaves was legal all during bis 
campaign for President, but when it 
became expedient he issued his fam- 
ous slavery proclamation directly re- 
versing himself." 
The arraignment of the defendants 


by Judge Van Fleet was particularly 
severe. He said to De Lacey: "You 
testified you had been Indicted in Ire- 
land and had fled from that country 


l ctuu Liieii i>tiie>euuuoiici. 
.ittLyuu. uonitt 


' to the country in which you sought an 
asylum from these persecutions and' 
put out a propaganda to overthrow 
our laws. I concur entirely with the 
decision of the Jury which convicted 
you 
t consider you have 
placed 
upon the citizens of your nativity in 
this countrv a very sinister blot, yet 
I cannot believe that your views ara 
the views of the majority of the Irish 
who have demonstrated in the past 
their loyalty to our flag."

Now that the State and Federal governments 


Lave assumed the {ask of regulation, in the matter 
of common necessities of food and material, of 
prices for quantity, another duty is at hand. It is 
the regulation of quality. The government has said 
that the people shall not be required to pay more 
than a certain price for a specific quantity of food- 
stuffs and fuel: but no mention has so far been 
made of standards. 


As a matter of fact, the regulation of prices is 


not exclusively controlled by the government—at 
present. 
The federal food administration has 


specifically disavowed its intention to "fix prices.'' 
It expresses a dislike of the word "control'' and 
prefers to be known as an agency for the adminis- 
tration of the business of production and distribu- 
tion of staple supplies by co-operation with the 
producers and distributors. While this has served 
to create a TniTiimnm of dissatisfaction on the part 
of the producers and middlemen, for which pur- 
pose it apparently was intended, the effect has not 


; been much different from a positive price-fixing 
policy. Coal, wheat and sugar are selling whole- 
sale at prices fixed by the government, and as to 
coal the federal controller promises to have pres- 
ently a system of prices and licensing for the retail 
iraue. ouxuiiji ciaouiauuus wiu ooini ue cuccicu 
as to other products. 


But the matter of quality standards is left en- 


tirely in the hands of the producers and dealers. 
The existence of the federal pure food law and of 
similar statutes among the several States testifies 
to the fact that the honesty of manufacurers is not 
above suspicion. And unless the government inter- 
venes the covetous war profiteer may be expected 
to gouge the consumer by giving inferior quality. 


Many ways of beating the government price regu- 


lator have already been uncovered. In Germany, 
for example, flour for bread is being diluted with 
wood pulp, and while the consumer, with a bread 
card, pays the go^ eminent prescribed price for a 
loaf of the legal weight, he gets a certain amount 
of wood shavings. In Great Britain the food de- 
partment found it necessary to prohibit the putting 
of a new brand of goods on the market without it 
first being submitted to and approved by the gov- 
ernment. It developed that in order to protect 
their established brands for the post-war markets, 
the manufacturer ^ould put the same quantity, 
but adulterated in quality, in a newly devised 
cover, or put the same quality of goods out under 
a new brand for which he charged a higher price 
than the government directed. 


As a general proposition it is not yet time to 


cast doubt upon the good faith of the producers in 
their offer to comply T\ ith the government's wishes 
la the food auHhi.Mr.ii ion project We shonUl wf't 
for o\ert violations. But it is proper that the gov- 
ernment should realize that quality standard fixing 
is a necessary adjunct 1o the fixing of prices for 
quantity. And if it is to be prepared to protect 
the people against unjust charges it must also 
assume the duty to fix standards wherever it regu-J 
lates price*.

EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS. 


Has the war brought, or will it bring, new educa- 


tional problems to the educational system of the 
United States? Will the curricula of the schools 
have to undergo radical changes? If these ques- 
tions should be answered in the negative, then how 
will best be met the profound changes that have 
transpired or are now in progress in. the problems 
of production and distribution and in the emotions 
of the people? 


There has suddenly arisen needs for new types 


of service or new proportions of the traditional 
fui-iiib. There is a great deiuuiiu, an unprecedented 
requirement, for soldiers, sailors, engineers, drafts- 
men, 
traffic experts, chemists, skilled mechanics 


for- tlio TTiTj-nirion t>ti$17105^ plc^tTi^iaTi? and other 
technicians. At the same time the demand for 
mechanics for the peaceful crafts, tailors, farmers 
and factory hands has become more insistent than 
ever. 


These demands have quite naturally met with a 


response from the children of the country. Aside 
from the usual tendency to trend toward oppor- 
tunity, their desire to render service is fired by a 
youthful enthusiasm; the finest impulses for na- 
tional 
service and individual sacrifice have 


emerged from among the youth of the country. 


Here is presented an opportunity for the edu- 


cators. "When the war first started the teachers 
and the public men of Europe and France thought 
the best service the children could render would he 
in going into the fields and factories as tmsfcilled 
labor. But the conflict has not turned out to be 
the brief affair that many hoped and believed it 
would be, and the European method has developed 
into a deeply hurtful mistake. Shall America 
repeat this mistake to an appreciable degree? 


The opportunity of the educators would seem to 


be in directing and exploiting the prevailing 
temper of the children, and thereby save them from 
exploitation and the sacrifice of all their oppor- 
tunities for useful training. Much commendable 
effort has been made, especially in California, to 
direct the energies of school children and children 
of school age into various kinds of "war service/' 
particularly agricultural work. But should the 
educational needs of the children be ignored while 
this is being done ? If the war should last for three 
or four years, what would the nation have to show 
for the loss of that much professional, moral and 
intellectual development of its younger citizens? 


The possible answer certainly should inspire 


educators and the government to give the matter 
the most serious attention. Certainly there will 
have to be radical departure from the old methods, 
from the ''teaching system." Children will demand 


reuujusiiueui ui uieir siuuies, require oppor- 


tunities for obtaining a larger measure of prac- 
tical knowledge, for acquainting themselves with 
subjects and vocations which heretofore have not 
been a part of the curricula of public schools and 
colleges. As an extreme example, 150 girl students 
at the University of Kansas this semester have 
taken up the study of electrical engineering. 


The school authorities must respond to the new 


demand^ of the students, whose present emotions 
are the fruits of new demands on them. After 
giving full scholastic credits ^for the remainder of 
the year to those young men who have enlisted in 
the military service of the country, and extending 
just consideration to those who have under duty's 
call gone to aid in the production of material 
needed by their country, liberal attention must be 
given the wishes of those who remain with their 
classes. 


Teachers must look through the eyes of youth 


upon the training that promises to be most useful 
for good citizenship and the trades and professions 
which flill be iu largest demand in the future. The 
old fogies of the teaching system, who are wont 
to cling to their three R experiences and cry 
against innovations, should play a sileut role at 
this time. 


It is astonishing how this country has come up 


at the heel in the matter of conservation. It was

OIL IN ANCIENT HISTORY 


JUST LIKE POETS 


Jeffery Farnol, the 
distinguished 


English novelist, made a tour of In- 
spection along the British front in 
France, and reports the result of his 
observations In Everybody's for Sep- 
tember. An officer explained to him 
the use of an odd-looking training 
field 


" There,' said he, 'Is where we 


teach 'em to throw live bombs. 
You 


can see where they've been exploding 
—dummies look a bit off-color, don't 
they'' And he pointed to the ragged 
scarecrow s with his whip.

Although the world-wide Interest In 


petroleum is of very recent date, saya 
the Pan-American Record, the house 
organ of Doheny oil interests, the re- 
ferences to it In ancient literature are 
very numerous, and the various uses 
to which petroleum \vas applied show 
that by empirical methods the men 


j of long ago had learned much about 
the value of this product which has 
(become indispensable to modern man 
whether engaged in peaceful occupa- 
tions or struggling on the battle fields 
of Armageddon. 


Two Instances will suffice to show 


that the ancients were acquainted 
with some of the 
more important 


properties of Petroleum. 


Diodorus the Sicilian, more pic- 


turesque than accurate, gives us a 
lively narrative of life In Babylon, 
and a. detailed account of the manner 
of building the celebrated hanging 
gardens. Strange to say, he does not 
ascribe this marvelous •work to Semi- 
ramls, an Assyrian princess of Syba- 
rlstlo tastes, to whom almost every 
stupendous work on the Euphrates 
was attributed; but rather according 
to him, it is the work of Cyrus, built 
to please a lady who In. modern 
euphemistic phraseology would be de- 
scribed as "an affinity." 


This unknown Persian had extrava- 


gant Hastes, and she demanded from 
her obsequious lover the erection of 
these gardens, which the "globe trot- 
ter" of the Alexandrian era regarded 
as one of the Seven Wonders of the 
World. 


After a description of the walls that 


supported the gardens, Diodorus in- 
forms us that "the roof -nas covered 
with reeds daubed with an abundance 
of asphalt." 


The other example is from Plut- 


arch's life of Alexander the 
Great, 


who, 
as he passed through Ecbatana, 


"\vas very much struck with a gulf 
of fire pouring forth as if from an 
inexhaustible fountain, and' not far 
from the gulf a flood of naphtha in 
such abundance that it formed a lake. 
This (naphtha) in many respects re- 
sembles Asphalt." 


One of the men who waited on the 


kl"!j, Vth^Tophap"", an Athenian <""- 
sired Alexander to make an experi- 
ment of the naphtha upon a boy 
named Stephanus. for said he, ""'If 
It takes fire upon him and is not ex- 
tinguished, it must without doubt be 
allowed to be terrible and uncon- 
querable." 


Plutarch adds In reference to this 


Incident that there are some who 
plausibly maintain that naphtha was 
the drug In the tragedy of Euripides, 
with which Medea anointed the crown 
and veil which she gave to Creon's 
daughter. 


That petroleum was used in the 


ancient world for building, embalm- 
ing and burning, writers 
in many 


tongues abundantly testify. 


We find the first Old Testament 


reference to Petroleum in the narra-

I poured o\er the outside, and three 
sars of bitumen I poured over the 
inside " 


Dr. Morris Jastrow, Jr., of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania, states that, 
"The Babylonian term for bitumen Is 
'kupru' and this term Is identical with 
the one used in the description 
of 


Noah's ark, and usually 
translated 


pitch." 


The next place where petroleum Is 


referred to is in the account of the

Babel.

Bouret, his record 
e-^r.cr.t. -vr.r revere!;: vrr-.:r.ac>3 Sy ar 
enemy shell which wrecked the gun to 
which he was attached. The military

In the way of a diversion from the 
two well .known and heavily traveled 
roads over the Sierras to the Tahoe 
country, the Automobile department 
of The TRIBUNE presents to the 
motoring public of Alameda, Contra 
Costa and Santa Clara counties this 
morning the first automobile road 
map compiled showing the scenic 
Tuba Pass route that not only con- 
nects the Tahoe country with the bay 
cities, but gives the motorists another 
route crossing the Sierras that is ri- 
valed from a scenic standpoint only 
by.'the world-famed Tioga. Pass 
This trip over the Tuba Pass is 
best made as a return trip to Oakland 
after a visit to the lake and the map

Anticipating that most motorists 
reach the lake over either of the two 
roads just mentioned, it is easy 
enough for them to connect with the 
Yuba Pans road map by setting their 
odometers back to zero at the Tavern 
grounds and following the turns noted 
herewith in the accompanying map j 
which was compiled by The TRIB- 
UNE from the odometer readings of 
the Franklin car which was 'driven 
over the road by C. A. Penfield of 
the Oakland house of the John F. 
McLain Company for this purpose on 
the return trip' from the Fourth An- 
nual TRIBUNE Tour to Tahoe.

Pass is much longer than either the

More Than Fifth

D. S. Jones, Oakland manager of the 
H. O. Harrison Company, Republic Truck 
distributors, is In receipt of registration 
reports for the month of August from 
Sacramento showing that more Republic 
trucks were registered last month In 
California than any other make of com- 
mercial vehicle. Jones states that the 
Republic registrations represented more 
than one-fifth of all the trucks reported 
registered in the state during August. 


WILL AID BUSINESS 


America's entry lntoxthe world -war is 


certain to increase rather than to de- 
crease '.he -volume of business In the 
country, according to A. W. Bawling;. 
Oakland manager of the H. B. Rector 
Company, Marmon car dealer In this ter- 
ritory who haa recently returned from the 
eastern motor car centers where he haa 
been on a visit to uie Marmon factory, 
and con«e(iuently was In close touch with 


astern financial situation through the 


medium of the factory executives under 
which condition he had much opportunity 
to observe the trend of business condi- 
tions. Bawling In analyzing the situa- 
tion created by the country's history mak- 
ing preparations for the conduct of the 
war, points out especially that the sale 
of Liberty Ix>an Bonds rather than re- 
moving from circulation a large amount 
of money, has simply centered in an In- 
vestment of large sums that are in rather 
a better condition If Invested In securi- 
ties not so quickly convertible as are 
government bonds. 


There has been some apprehension in 
certain sections of tho country over the 
effect on business of the sale of the Lib- 
erty Bonds but those men who are clos- 
est In touch with the general business 
affairs of the country do not share that 
apprehension. It is an evidence of thrift 
and sturdy business health of the coun- 
try that so much money should have been 
so quickly available for these bonds, and 
the fact that this money has gone into a 
channel through which It will be dis- 
tributed in the productive Industries of 
the land promises most emphatically the 
stimulation of all business affairs. 


which means that there Is an automobile 
or a truck for every twenty-four persons 
In this country.

Figures Just released show that be- 


tween January 1 and July 1 of this year 
there was an increase of 700,401 cars, an 
a 3vane* of 20 per cent and an increase 
over the same period 'of the previous year 
of 191,724. This Is remarkable consider- 
ing the war. Approximately half a mil- 
lion trucks are included in the total 
figures. 


There are 45,531 car agencies, garages, 


repair shops and supply houses, an in- 
crease of 4619. the total including Hawaii, 
West Indies, Canada and Mexico. Deal- 
ers now number 27,053 M against 25,924; 
garages number 24,483 an against 23,686; 
repair shops number 13,181 as compared 


^ with 12,171; companies having supply de- 


partments, 7728, as compared with 5675; 
supply dealers exclusively, 2433, aa com- 
pared with 2503 for 1916. 


Iowa haa the honor of being the only 


state with fewer than ten persona per 
motor vehicle, its automobile and truck 
registration up to July 1, In relation to 
the Census Bureau estimate of 2,224,771 
population for the state, indicating only 
nine people to each car or truck. In other 
words, allowing for the greater carrying 
capacity of the 
commercial vehicles, 


btoses, etc., Included Jn Its registration, 
Iowa haa enough motor vehicles to trans- 
port Its entire population at once. 
Ne- 


blaska. la a close second to Iowa, having 
an average of twelve persona for each 
car or truck on Its records. 
California 


has only twelve, which Is remarkable 
when Its population of 3,029,932 Is con- 
sidered, and two states, Kansas and South 
Dakota, are entitled to boast a motor 
vehicle to every thirteen people within 
their borders. Two other states, Minne- 
sota and North Dakota, have only four- 
teen people per car or truck, and Mon- 
tana has but fifteen. Arizona and Michi- 
gan have sixteen, Indiana, "Wisconsin and 
Nevada seventeen, and Colorado and Ohio 
eighteen, with "Wyoming nineteen and 
Connecticut twenty. 
The other states 


range from. Oregon, with twenty-one, up 
to Alabama, which has eighty-one people 
for each car or truck. 


A comparison with the population-to- 


car ratio In the various states at the 
end of 1916 Is of value. Up to July 1, 
1917, there were sixteen states with fewer 
than twenty persons per car or truck, 
as compared with only ten in this class 
last year; sixteen more states averaged 
between twenty and thirty persons p«r 
vehicle, as against seventeen in the 1918 
list; the remaining seventeen are made 
up of five states having an average of 
between thirty and forty, six, with fifty 
to sixty-two In the sixties, three seven- 
ties and one with over eighty. Last year 
nineteen states averaged over thirty per- 
sons to each motor vehicle registered, 
with seven In the thirty-to-forty division 
and twelve averaging from forty-one to 
100 people per motor vehicle. The re- 
mamlng three, Alabama, Louisiana and 
Arkansas, all had over 100. This year 


and Alabama has eighty-one instead of 
104. 


One of the most Interesting features of 


the new registration statistics is the fact 
that there are seven states with regis- 
trations of 200.000 or over as compared 
with only four states having attained this 
rank at the beginning of the year. At the 
beginning of 1916 New York was the only 
state having over 200.000 cars and trucks 
on Its registration lists.

home with him. at night, each pays 
another nickel. 


A man who owns a small car in Berke-

finished curfacea, says a writer In the 
current lame of -American Motorist. 
The force w,ith which the stream of 
water impinges on the. surf aces causes 
the.

.body to be driven Into . the varnish, 
destroyinr Its 
brilliancy, .and no 
amount of polishing and rubbing-will 
restore its former luster. The body 
should be washed with lukewarm soap 
and water and 
immediately dried 
with a soft chamois. 
Many owners 
use a mixture of 
cylinder oil and 
kerosene, which they apply on the 
body, rubbing it dry afterward. An- 
other scheme .is to use a. mixture or 
boiled Unseed oil'and turpentine, ap- 
plied sparingly, and rubbed absolutely, 
dry. 
The use of this polish will re- 


store even an old car' to a degree of 
splendor that will please the user. <

The reason for this-is apparent if a 
little common sense is used. 
Supposing 


the crank case holda a gallon of oil It 
is thick when first put In, but as the 
motor runs mile after mile the lubricating 
qualities diminish and the quantity di- 
minishes, too. Then, when it needs an- 
other quart of oil, the mixture Is not as 
good as when it was full of fresh oil. 
After a while you add another quart, and 
so on, until at last the crank contains «ne 
quart of fresh oil and three quarts of a 
fluid that Is thin and watery. Of course, 
this Is bad for the engine, and the car 
doesn't perform as it should. 


But II the driver will drain every drop 


of oil out of the crank case every BOO 
miles, or at least every 1000 miles, put in 
a gallon of kerosene and run the engine 
idle about half a minute, drain off the 
kerosene and put In a gallon, of fresh 
oil, he will appreciate the improvement 
in the way the engine-runs. This is a 
simple thing to do, costs but little, takes 
only a few moments, and adds to the ^oys 
of motoring and to the -Ufa of the motor. 


UU1 WHEELS 


Jack up each-wheel occasionally and 
try the bearings by shaking or lifting 
the wheel 
This is the'advice given by 


the mechanical department of the Haynes 
Auto Sales Co If any sign of looseness 
is apparent the bearings should be ad- 
justed. If the front wheels are loose the 
play may be In the knuckle around the 
king bolt.

EDDIE PULLEIITD 


For the edification of the- automobile 


driver who has not been taught the 
prime essentials of carefully operating 
a car, Eddie Pullen of the Peck-Pullen 
Motor company—formerly the world's 
champion racing car pilot, but now deal- 
er in Saxon and Mitchell cars, has set 
forth a few valuable tips.

"The cost of gasoline and 
oil has threatened to rise to a premium 
price. Hand in hand with this increase 
comes the possibility of parts prices ad- 
vancing. 
For this reason it behooves 


every automobile purchaser and owner 
to following advice and suggestions doled 
out br experienced mechanics. 


"For instance, when approaching 
a 


corner allow the motor to slow down the 
car. 
This will save brakes and will not 


work anj' hardship on the engine. 
It 


is the common custom for a driver to 
speed into a turn and If the course is 
not clear, slam on the brakes, disengage 
the clutch and race the motor. 
The 


ouuueii aLu^iug ui uie car wiui tfte i 
motor racing has a tendency to severely ] 
strain the engine and In time does more 
harm than good. 
There is also caused 


an excessive -svairte of gasoline and oil, 
while the brakes In time burn out. 


"Another mistake commonly made by 


the average driver is the manner in 
which the car is brought to a. stop. Do 
not race the motor when a stop is be 
ing effected, as it has a tendency to 
loosen the bearings and which in tim 
causes more damage than if the car 
had been put through a. difficult stunt. 
Then too in starting from the 
curb 


speed up the motor Just enough to pul 
away . smoothly Instead of racing the 
motor and throwing In the clutch. The 
above method eliminates all possibility 
of straining the wheels and differential 
and loosening the universal poiiit. This 
works for economy in that a reduction 
of upkeep expense will be made." 


If the advice as offered by Pullen is 


leeded, there will not only be a decrease 
:n upkeep expense but the list of satis- 
fied automobile owners will be greatly 
increased.

Although "this door 
was not used or intended to be used 
as an exit or entrance, 
the tenants 


are chargeable with knowledge that 
In opening and leaving It open, un- 
guarded, and unlighted. with no step 
to aid a person in reaching the pave- 
ment, the passage out by that door 
was dangerous and 
unsafe. This 
situation was one of their own crea- 
tion for which upon well settled prin- 
ciples they were liable. 


QITESTIOX AS TO OWNERS.. 


"A much more serious question 
arises as to the 
owners' 
liability. 
They knew that this door had no step 
leading from it to'the dldew.alk; they 
knew this when they 
leased 
the 


premises to their codefendants, for it 
was in the same condition It had been 
in over since they Inherited the prop- 
erty In 1903 at the death of tho origi- 
nal owner. But tho uncontradlcted 
testimony was that this particular 
door was not Intended for use as an 
exit or entrance for patrons of the 
theater, and .had never been used for 
that purpose in all the years of de- 
fendants' ownership. The only use 
to which it had ever been put was 
"only occasionally to sweep some of 
UM dirt out that way or to take 


and .- rain, . and- was ' properly^-con- 
structed for that purpose.- The "lessor 
was 'held • frse from liability- for the 
injury. 
Said the court:, "It is well 


settled that a landlord 'is not liable 
for such consequences, unless:-!. The 
nuisance occasioaing the injury ex- 
isted at thu time the premises were 
demised; or, 2. The structure was in 


condition that it would be likely 


'to become a nuisance, in the ordinary 
and reasonable use of the same for 
the. purpose for which it was con- 
structed and let and- the landlord 
failed to repair it; or, 3. The land- 
lord authorized or 'permitted the act 
which caused it. to become a nuisance 
occasioning the injury. To bring lia- 
bility, home to:the owner the premises 
being let, the nuisance must be one 
whlch^.was in Its very essence and na-^ 
ture -a- niiisancei'at the time of letting, 
arid not s'ometWng which was capable 
of being ^thereafter rendered a nui- 
sance by th'e,tenant/ . . . 


MODIFICATION OF RTOE. 
"It is not sufficient to render a les- 
sor liable that the premises leased by 
him are capable of a use which will 
prove a nuisance 'to strangers. . 'If a» 
landlord demise premises which are 
not in themselves a nuisance, but may 
or may not become such, according to 
the manner in which they are used by 
the tenant, the landlord will not be 
liable for a nuisance created on the 
premises by the tenant . . '. 


"Where," therefore, the 
premises, 


while capable of improper use, may 
be used in an ordinary manner with-' 
out the . creation of a nuisance, the 
lessor is' not chargeable with the im- 
proper uses oi them by the tenant 
which results in a.nuisance. . . .
